This can be attributed to 
three «iuses—first, there is a strong be- 
lief that General Boiler's last attempt 
was only a demonstration on a large 
scale: second, the •Kiser critics bad warn- 
ed the public not to expect the immediate 
relief of General White: third, the na- 
tion has settled down to the realization 
that the war will last a loiij; time, and 
it is not swayed, as at first, by minor 
reverses and victories. The second and 
third reasons are self explaining. 
The 


first requires considerable elucidation. In 
favor of the opinion held by Mr. Spenser 
Wilkinson, tht 
military critic of The 


Morning Post, that General Bulter did 
not intend immediately pushing on to 
Ladysmitb, there is overwhelming evi- 
dence to show Field Marshal Lord Rob- 
erts ordered systematic activity upon the 
pan of all the forces. 
On this basis 


General Buller's move may only be a rep- 
etition of General Macdonald's and Gen- 
eral French's reconuoissances. 


Mr. A. J. BalfourV ambiguous state- 


ment nbout awaiting the completion of 
plans is another strong reason for be- 
lieving General Buller never intended to 
make the main advance via Vual Kr:mt7.. 
but was acting under the order* of Lord 
Roberts. 
It is also curious thar the 


news of General Buller's retirement first 
came from the Boer head laager near 
Ladysmith and that the British corre- 
spondents were freely allowed to send 
dispatches before anything from General 
Buller was published. The unusual ap- 
peal of Mr. Beunet-BnrleiKb, war corre- 
spondent of the London Daily Telegraph, 
asking the public to suspend judgment

I. Blair has just been recorded by the 
surrojiutc of AVarren county. N. .1. The 
will, which was drawn 30 years a^o, dis- 
poses of an estate, ut par value, of a lit- 
tle more than $3,000.000, and that 
amount is now believed by many to be 
a fair valuation of the estate us the testa- 
tor left it. 
It is estimated that Mr. 


Blair's mnjrnificent eifts to Princetou- 
Lafayette, Blair Hall and to the heir- di- 
rect have used up the increase in the es- 
tate since that time, and, therefore, the 
auiixi£.i of the estate has been overesti- 
mated. The question that has been rain- 
ed, but not by those directly interested, 
is whether the >rifts of real estate made 
during the testator's lifetime, and which 
were not a matter of record at the time 
of his dentil, do not lapse. 


There is another matter that may pos- 


sibly become a subject for judicial deter- 
mination. 
He bequeathed to John D. 


Vail, hi* nephew, private secretary and 
confidant, among other things $2,500, 
shares of the Blairstown railroad stock, 
at par. Some yours previous to .Mr. 
Hlair's 'death the railroad was sold to 
the Kusqnehaniui Railroad company, and 
all the stock has now been called in and 
destroyed. 
It is said that Mr. Vail now 


insists that he is entitled to the sharps or 
their equivalent in cash from tbe estate. 


Mr. Blair, by a clause in his will, pro- 


vided that 14" any heir contested or made 
serious objection by which the provisions 
of the will could not bo carried out, be 
should forever be barred from any par- 
ticipation in tbe estate.

The following story of Indian magic 


was told me- by the person to whom 
it was told by the late Lord Lyttou. 
\Vht-n in li.dia, Lord Lyttou often svujjbt 
oi.t conjurers, but never saw any but 
lU- usual iViitii. such as the uiaugo tree 
trick Mud thK basket trick. Thfe zuethoJ 
fc vurb cat* is known, or. at all events, 
plausible explanations have been given 
by Mr. Maskeiyne and other experts. 


Uu one occasion Lord Lyttou liked 


soWt-thiug in the looks of the conjurer 
who was performing in the open space 
before bis house. After ihe ordinary ex- 
hibition his lordship asked the magician 
if he could cot do something more oat of 
the common tvay. The man said he would 
try ::«d asked for n ring, which Lord Lyi- 
ton gave him. He then requested an of- 
ficer to take in either baud a handful of 
seeds. One sort was sesame. The name 
of the other sort my informant did cot 
know. 
Holding these seeds anj having 


the ring between his fingers and thumb. 
tbe officer was to go to a well in the 
corner of the compound. He was to dis- 
pose of the seeds in a certain way — 1 
think on the low wall around the well. 
into the depths of which he was to throw j 
tbe ring. 
All this was done, and then ' 


the magician asked Lord Lytton where 
he would like the ring to reappear. He 
answered 
"in 
his dispatch box," of 


which the key was attached to his watch 
chain, or, at all events, he bad it with 
him on tbe spot. The dispat:b box was 
brought out. 
LoTd Lytton opened it. and 


there was the riug- 


This trick would be easy if tbe British 


officer was a confederate of the jugjjler 
and if he possessed a duplicate key to the 
dispatch box. In that case be would not 
throw the ring into the well, but would 
take it into the house, open the box and 
insert the ring. But this explanation in- 
volves enormous improbabilities, while it 
is unlikely, again, that the conjurer man- 
aged to insert a duplicatf ring into tae 
dispatch box beforehand. 


Lord Lytton then asked the juggler if 


he could repeat the trick. lie answered 
in the affirmative, and a lady lent another 
ring:. Another officer took it. with the 
seeds, as before, and dropped the ring in- 
to the well. The countenance of tbe jug- 
gler altered in the pause which followed. 
Something, he said, had gone wroug, and 
he seemed agitated. Turning to the sec- 
ond officer, he asked, "Did you arrange 
the seeds as I bade you?' "Xo." said 
the officer; "I thought that was all non- 
sense, and 1 threw them away." The jug- 
gler seemed horrified. 
"Do you think 1 


do this by myself?" he said, and, packing 
up. he departed. 


The well was carefully dragged, aud at 


last the lady's ring was brought to the 
surface. That ring, nt least, had certain' 
ly been in the water. But had the first 
ring beeix^as faithfully consigned to the 
depths '! Experts will be of various opin- 
ions as to that, yet the hypothesis of con- 
federacy and of a duplicate key to tbe 
dispatch box is difficult. — Longman's 
Magazine.

A custom at one time prevalent iu Eng- 


land aud still observed in some of the 
northern districts of the old country is 
that of placing an immense log of wood— 
sometimes the root of a groat tree— in tbe 
wide chimney place. This is often called 
the Yule log. and it was on Christmas 
eve that it was put on the wide hearth. 
Around it would gather the entire fam- 
ily and its entrance was the occasion of 
a great deal of ceremony. There weie 
music and rejoicing, while the one au- 
thorized to light it was obliged to have 
clean hands. 


It was always lighted with a brand left 


over from the log of the previous year, 
which had been carefully preserved for 
the purpose. A poet sings of it in this 
way: 


With the last year's brand 
Light the new block and

On your pEaltries play, 
That sweet tuck may 


Come while the log is a-tending. 


The Yule log was supposed to be a 


protection against evil spirits, and it was 
considered n bad omen if the fire went 
out before the evening was over.

family and guests used to seat them- 
selves in front of the brightly burning 
fire, and many a story aud merry jest 
went round the happy group. 


Ne™l Dow's Flrmt Sncceu. 


Neal Dow was 25 years old when he 


delivered bis first temperance speech. It 
was at an anniversary supper of a fire 
company to which he belonged, and his 
stvonuous opposition to tbe use of liquor 
was effective to that degree that the fire 
company adopted temperance as a princi- 
ple. 
Later he prevailed upon the Maine 


Mechanical 
Charitable association 
to 


forego the use of wine at its annual diu- 
ner. 


At that time liquor was almost univer- 


sally used in Maine. One of the curious 
customs of Portland in those days was 
the ringing ot the town bell at 11 and 4 
o'clock by way of warning to mechanics 
tbnt it was time to leave work nnd get a 
drink. This custom the young reformer 
succeeded in having abolished. Then lie 
persuaded most of the Portland employ- 
ers tn discontinue supplying their meu 
with liquors. 


After hit. first success Nenl Dow felt 


that temperance was the most important 
cause of the age. It was owing largely 
to bis efforts that the Young Men's Total 
Abstinence so'ciety of Portland was or- 
ganized. Its first meeting, it is said, was 
held in the counting room of a distillery.

A Gltoit That Hovers About 


cient Scottlnh Castle. 


"The old manor houses and castle« 


throughout England," said the posted 
man, "have innumerable stories of ghosts, 
which the old colored 'mnmtuies' used to 
call 'hants,' attached to them. The most 
famous of thorn nil is perhaps the one 
connected with Glainis cnstle, the coim- 
try seat of tho curls of Strathmore, in 
Forfarshire. This is the most nneieut in- 
habited castle of Scotland, although, of 
course, little of the original structure still 
survives. It was here that Macbeth, one 
of the minor kings of Scotland, murdered 
Duncan, and the principal scenes of 
Shakespeare's 'Macbeth' are laid withiii 
and without the cnstle walls. It came 
into the hands of the Lyon family, the 
present owners, about 1371, and from 
then on a long series of tragedies marked 
the progress of that family. 


"The ghost that hovers about Glainh 


is a mysterious one, aud the exact char- 
acter of the manifestations is little 
known, but thp point that makes it of 
thrilling public intotest is the well known 
fact that there is a family secret in the 
Lyon family which only three living peo- 
ple share at the same time— the holder of 
the title, the heii- apparent, if he has at- 
tained his majority, and the factor of the 
estate. Why the latter shares in the se 
cret is not the least part of the mystery. 


"On the day before the heir apparent 


attains his twenty-first birthday— or, if 
the then curl be soilless, the heir pre- 
sumptive — he is solemnly initiated into 
the mystery. The opening of some bid- 
don room or passage is connected wit! 
this initiation, and this bus given rise to 
a legend in Scotland that a certain Earl 
Bcardie of past times played a game of 
cards with the devil 'in propria persona 
lost the game and his soul at the same 
time, and the sealed chamber in Gliunih 
is the one wherein the game was played 
This is only one of many stories which 
purport to account for the mystery. 


"As generation after generation has 


been initiated into tho dread secret it has 
become widely known and advertised 
and it is said in England tbnt more than 
one of the heirs, when on the eve of com 
ing of age, has promised his friends am 
crouios to reveal the mystery, but so far 
no Ssiicb promise lias ever been kept, nor 
has any factor of the house ever provot 
false to the trust reposed in him." — New 
York Tribune.

V.Ves iu his memories of the palmy days. 
"Never miud about his uaiiK-. He had 
been noiable iu the support of the best 
of the American tragedians for a jjreat 
icauy years. He was never a big lijjur« 
iu the eyes of the public, but by such 
meu as Edwiu Forrest, iirst of all,, ihcu 
John McCulkiusb. Edwiu Booth, Law- 
leace Barrett and others, he was regard- 
ed as a valuable mau in the interpreta- 
tion of 'second' heavies in the Shakes- 
pearean plays." 


"Well, alone iu the" early eighties, 


when be was still able to command hi^.i 
salaries and attach himself to the suppon 
of the highest men iu the profession, 
drink collared him. It got him terribly. 
1 never saw a man get clutched by it 
with such suddenness and violence. 
EU 


had not begun to drink until late iu lite. 
but men of that sort are the worst when 
they do set going. This notable acto;- 
and scholarly, dignified man went squaru 
to ihe dogs inside of two years. He had 
spent all of his savings, which amounted 
to several thousand dollars, and he had 
lost his home over in one of the Oranges 
of Xew Jersey. His wife left him- and 
went to her people in England. He found 
himself in the streets, without an over 
coat, without a place to sleep, in the mid- 
dle of winter. 
Time and again his old 


friends picked him out of the ditch, goi 
him into hospitals and sanitariums, cloth- 
ed him, took an interest in him, carried 
him off to their own homes — only to hav«- 
him break out worse than ever. He agea 
very rapidly.

"She couldn't say any more, and it 


•wasn't necessary anyhow. I had hardly 
taken off my hat and gloves before there 
was a quiet rap on the door. 1 opened 
it. Augustin Daly stood revealed. Be- 
side him was Father Ducey. We were all 
pretty much surprised to see each other. 
We had all really come from different di- 
rections under initiatives.
